tional Congress of Tuberculosis, which 
will be attended by high officials and 
eminent specialists from al! parts of 
the world, will be held tn Washington 
between September 21 and October 12, 
1908. Every civilized country will seud 
representatives. 

The p mme will include a thor- 
ough investigation of Dr. Gustav von 
Bering’s cure for tuberculosis, which 
is attracting attention among special- 
ists throughout ;the world, Another 
important feature will be the study of 
the prevention of tuberculosis, based 
on al experisnents made in the last 
three years. 

This will be the first time the In- 
ternational Congress on Tuberculosis 
has met in the United States.
